Stettler, Alta., Nov. 3—“Not guilty” was 
the verdict of the jury this afternoon in the 
case in which Thomas Helmbolt was 
charged‘with murder. Thus ended one of 
the most sensational trials which have ever 
been heard in the criminal courts of Al- 
berta. 

Thomas Helmbolt had stood accused of 
the murder cf Sergt. Frank Whiteside, re- 
presentative of the Coronation constituency 
in the legislature of Alberta. No denial 
was made that Thomas Helmbolt, bosom 
friend of Whiteside for years, had fired the 
fatal shots, nor was any denial made that 
Whiteside had won his way into the affec- 


tions of the wife of the accused. “The plea]: 


of self-defense was proven and the jury 
had to deliberate for only a few moments 
before returning the verdict. 

It was the evidence of Mrs. Helmbolt 
that exonerated her husband. lt was she 
who first told that Whiteside had come to 
their home with arevolver and had level- 
led it at her husband. One shot.was fired 
and evidence was brought to prove that 
the reason that more shots were not fired 
by Whiteside was simply because of a! 
mechanical imperfection of the weapon. 

When the jury had announced its ver- 
dict, each man of the six having repeated 
the decision in answer to his name, Hon. 
Justice Ives asked the prisoner to arise. 

“You have heard the verdict, Thomes 


He!lmbolt, and yoware now a free raan. 
You told’ Capt. Meers the night of the 
tragedy that you felt justified in the eyes 
of God and man, and that you were justi- 


fed in the cyes of manis proven by this 
verdict. But before going I want to remind 
you toalways remember the debt of grati- 
tude that you owe to your wife for what 


she has done for you.”

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Canada Needs More Pcult- 
| ry, Great Britain More 


Lggs 


At no time in the history of the 
Dominion has the necessity for in- 
creased produetion of eggs and} 
poultry been more/apparent than 
at the present itime. The demand 
is unprecedented. This is true 
whether for export or for home con- 
sumption. Consumers generally 
and even producers themselves are 
eating more and more eggs. The 
average per capita consumption of 
eges in Canada this year will be 
greater than ever before. 


The market for Canadian eggs 
and poultry is very firm. Prices to 
producers are extremely high, but 
even at these prices trade is in- 
creasingly active all over the count- 
ry. The prospeets for a continued 
demand are very bright. The 
country is facing, a shortage, not 
only of current receipts, but of Can- 
adian storage stocks as well, So 
great has been the export demand 
that we shall be obliged to import 
to mect our own requirements. In- 
creased production has never rested 
upon a more secure foundation. 


That poultry on the farm are pro- 
fitable needs no argument. Mees 
now rank as a staple article in’ the 
products ofthe farm. Poultry flocks 
can be increased materially without 
much additional - outlay for build- 
ings and equipment, and the in- 
creased labor involved is not such 
as will bear heavily upon the time 
of those charged with the care of 
the stock. Some object to the pres- 
ent price of feed, but when it is 
considered that the selling price of 
the product is from forty to sixty 
per cent. higher than it was two 
years ago, the margin. of protit is 
such as will compare favorably with 
that obtainable elsewhere on the 
farm. 


Canadian ege producers have re- 
sponded well to the call for increas- 
edt production. The country as a 
whole which was importing eggs a 
few years ago, has, in the aggregate, 
produced more than. suflicient for 
its own requirements this year and 
last. Between seven and eight mil- 
lion dozen Canadian eggs were ex- 
ported to Great Britain last year, 
and as an indication of what is 
going forward this year, nearly one 
million dozen were shipped during 
the first week of October. Yet the 
supply on the British market is still 
short, and there isa demand for 
many millions more. — Increased 
production, more and better poultry 
should be the motto of every Can- 
adian farm and homestead. 


Canada has all the requisites for 
the production of a quantity far in 
exeess of her own. requirements, 
and with her favorable climatic 
conditions can, with proper care 
and attention. produce quality 
equal to the best in the world. 
Only the fringe of production pos- 
sibilities las been touched up to the 
present. The Western Provinees, 
with their volumes of cheap feed, 
are the natural home for the Cana- 
dian hen. The bulk of the surplus 
at the present time comes from the 
provinees of Ontario and Prince 
Edward Island. Nova Scotia. New 
Brunswick and Quebee do not  pro- 
duce suflicient for their own require- 

Iments. They must do more; and 
there is now an opportunity for the 
Western Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta to dem- 
onstrate to Canada and the Hmpire 
as a whole what they can do in this 
connection in this great hour of 
trade expansion. ‘The first experi- 
mental shipments of cggs from 
Winnipeg to the British market are 
either now, or soon will he, on their 
way, and it is hoped that the in- 
crease in production inthe Western 
Provinces in the ensuing year will 
be such as to warrant the opening 
up of a big trade in this direction. 


Eggs are searee in Canada at the 
present time. Current prices are 
high. and asharp decline immed- 
iately following the conclusion of 
the war is not anticipated. When 
prices advance gradually, as has 
been the case in staple food pro- 
duets, they decline slowly. It. will 
take some years to re-establish the 
normal meat supply upon the mar- 
kets of the world, and) while prices 
of meats are high, people will con- 
tinue to use increasingly large quan- 
tilies of eggs. This condition will 
naturally be refleeted in the matter 
of price. Thig is the situation. 
Readers may draw their own con- 
clusions.

The Rights of Farmers to 
Slaughter Animals and 
Peddle Meat 


A report is going the rounds in 
some districts that farmers not 
holding butchers’ licenses are pro- 
hibited from slaughtering their an- 
imals and peddling the meat, and 
Section 13a of the amendments to 
he Stock Inspection Act, 1916, is 
quoted as the authority. This see- 
tion reads as follows: — 


"489, It shall not be lawful to 
offer beef for sale in any city or 
town in the province by other than 
a licensed butcher unless the hide 
taken from the careass from which 
such beef was obtained and each 
quarter of such carcass have been 
inspected by an inspector of stock 
ora brand reader, and such hide 
and each quarter have been stamped 
hy the stock inspector or brand 
reader with an official stamp auth- 
orized by the Minister.’’ 


The section refers to the sale of 
“Doef? only, so that it is clear that 
the Act does not apply to the sale 
of mutton or pork by any person at 
any place, As to the sale of beef it 
applies only when it is sold in an 
incorporated city or town. Presum- 
ably the restriction was put on to 
‘prevent beef from stolen animals 
being sold in large places where de- 
tection would be difficult. 


Ifa farmer or other person who 
does not hold a butcher's license 
desires to sell beef in an incorpora- 
ted city or town he must, before of- 
fering it for sale, have the hide of 
the animal and each quarter of the 
beef inspected and stamped by a 
stock inspector or a brand reader.
